Motorist's Sideswipe Fracture 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
•‘SIDESWIPE” 
fractu res 
are 
becoming more and more com­ 
mon as au tomobiles become a 
necessity rather than a lu x u ry . 
We are seeing more and more 
fractu res of the elbow, particu ­ 
larly the left elbow, du e to the 
sideswiping of cars while the 
driv er has his elbow protru ding 
from the window. Fractu res of 
this ty pe are also seen in children 
who pu t their elbow ou t of bu ses 
or other v ehicle windows. 
Sev ere Wou nds 
These wou nds are, in most in­ 
stances, v ery sev ere and, in many 
cases, am pu tation of the arm 
may be forced by the inju ry . 
Often, there is a great am ou nt 
of shock accompany ing the frac­ 
tu re and this m u st be treated 
immediately . This is done by the 
phy sician giv ing plasm a or blood, 
in order to bu ild u p the blood 
pressu re and 
bring back 
the 
flu ids th a t hav e left the blood 
v essels. 
Impo rta nce o f Clea nsing 
The wou nd is u su ally v ery dirty 
and the fractu re is most often of 


an open ty pe, with the bo ne pro ­ 
tru ding from the torn flesh. The 
u tmost care if needed in cleansing 
the wou nd, as there is danger o f 
dev eloping lockjaw 
o r tetanu s. 
For this reason, tetanu s a nti­ 
tox in is giv en. 
Many of these fractu res must 
be repaired by the phy sician in 
the operating room throu gh su r­ 
gery , in order to effect an ade­ 
qu ate cu re. Many m onths a re 
u su ally spent in casts or in bed 
with different ty pes of immo ­ 
bilization carried ou t to 
keep 
the slow-healing fractu re at rest. 
Since a joint is inv olv ed, it is v ery 
rarely th a t completely norm al 
fu nction is retu rned to the a rm. 
Driv ers and passengers must 
be u rged not to rest their a rms 
on the ledges of car • windows. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
S. P.: I hav e a cracking on the 
bottom of my feet constantly . 
What wou ld y ou adv ise? 
Answer: This may be du e to 
ex tremely dry skin or ringworm 
of the feet. The u se of lanolin o r 
some other lu bricant applied ov er 
this part of the skin will 
be o f 
great help.

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# FOK GOOD GOVERNMENT 
FEDERAL CIVIL SERVICE policy un­ 
derwent two important modifications in re­ 


cent weeks which should increase the effi­ 


ciency and effectiveness of governmental 


bureaucracy. 
The present administration's first in­ 
credulous discovery w as that there were 


few middle-echelon policy-making j o b s 


which it could staff with its own adherents. 


Later, as economy layoffs were ordered, it 
w as learned that civil service regulations— 


m ost of them put into effect in recent years 


—often work out in practice to protect the 


less qualified personnel. 
The remedial m easures at once enhance 


the merit feature of civil service while at 
the sam e time recognizing that policy-mak­ 
ing jobs m ust be responsive to the party 
in power. They are the establishment of a 
“Schedule C” in the civil service roster list­ 
ing positions of a confidential and policy­ 
making character, and the requirement 
that veterans m ust earn a passing grade 
on civil service tests before receiving 
IO 
preference points. 
Federal executives electing to go on 
“ Schedule C” do so with their eyes wide 
open. Doing so, they know, m eans hitching 
their wagon to a specific political s t a r . 
Abolished, meanwhile, is the fiction that 
“ middle” bureaucrats are anonymous al­ 
truists, or that veterans are entitled to sin­ 
ecures. 
Both steps are in the direction of better 
government. They will stand out regard­ 
less of the party in power. 


P A R E N T A L D E L IN Q U E N C Y 
JUVENILE DELINQUENCY in the U.S. 
has increased at so alarming a rate that 
for the first time in the nation’s history a 
congressional investigation has been order­ 
ed to look into the problem. 
A subcommittee of the Senate Judiciary 
com m ittee, headed by Senator Hendrick­ 
son of New Jersey, will tour the country, 
checking into the whole catalog of juvenile 
crim e. Like the Kefauver crim e com m ittee 
in whose footsteps it follows the Hendrick­ 
son group intends to focus attention to a sit­ 
uation at the local level in which correc­ 
tive action should be taken. 
The U. S. Children’s Bureau estim ates 
that one million children in the country are 
arrested each year and that 350,000 are 
haled before juvenile courts as delinquents. 
FBI Director Hoover notes that increasing 
juvenile crim e is not only shocking in .it­ 
self but heralds a nationwide crim e w ave 
greater than anything ever before known. 
An investigation of juvenile delinquency, 
of course, neither begins nor ends with 
youthful offenders. All society is implicat-

I cam e across a questionnaire given to 
parents in Rahway, New Jersey, for them 


to fill out so that the school might more in­ 
telligently plan its course of study. Myself, 


I generally throw such questionnaires away 


because the school authorities cannot need 


to know how often I bathe before they can 
deicde whether to teach m y child algebra 


or Latin or m aybe how to play the electric 
guitar. 
They want to know whether the family 
owns a radio or television or does th§ child 
have a room to itself for study. 
They do not ask whether the child tries 
to accum ulate information while the radio 
blares forth the many parodies on “Drag­ 
net,” or while “The Shadow” scares t h e 
daylights out of adults. The children seem 
never to be frightened by anything over 
the radio. 
I have never been able to understand how 
the children can remember what they study 
to the accom panim ent of the radio, but it 
has been explained to me by m y infants 
that tim es have changed and that I 
am 
very old. That is why I cannot read Sue­ 
tonius while listening to “Gang Busters.” 
So the questionnaire goes on to ask the 
parent what language he speaks besides 
English, which m ay be important if t h e 
school really wants to teach English as a 
beautiful language, capable of precise ex­ 
pression. 
In that respect, times have, i n d e e d , 
changed. My own experience is that I cam e 
from a multi-lingual home in which Eng­ 
lish w as a second language, rarely spoken 
by the adults, but somehow m ost of us 
m anaged to get good marks 
in 
English 
while not altogether f o r g e t t i n g other 
tongues. 
Then we go down to this question: “Do 
you study to improve your 
present 
in­ 
com e?” Maybe this is designed to discover 
whether the child has a nervous parent. 
Perhaps one day a Ph.D will do a re­ 
search on which months of the year pro­ 
duce the m ost nervous parents. Probably 
March will show up as the worst month and 
March 15 as the very worst day of t h e 
very worst month. 
I know that I get the jitters along the 
beginning of March. It is during March 
that it is dangerous for my children to ask 
m e whether it is true that Toscanini likes 
jazz and whether Stalin was shorter than 
Tom Dewey. 
Perhaps another reason for this question 
is to determine whether the parent is one 
of those old-fashioned Am ericans who suf­ 
fers from the ancient ambition of trying to 
improve his lot by hard work. Such par­ 
ents are behind the times. 
The modern 
man takes seniority as a guiding rule and 
hopes that if anything goes wrong, the 
Government will com e to his rescue with 
a subsidy. 
Also, there are pensions. Why push out 
of line and em barrass the neighbors? 
One of the most astonishing questions 
asked of these R ahway parents is “ H o w 
m any bathrooms in your hom e?” They do 
not ask whether they are used often. 
Nor do they ask whether the bath towels 
m atch the tiles or is there a two-tone effect.

Motorist's Sideswipe Fracture 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
“ SIDESWIPE” fractures are 
becoming more and more com­ 
mon as automobiles become a 
necessity rather than a luxury. 
We are seeing more and more 
fractures of the elbow, particu­ 
larly the left elbow, due to the 
sideswiping of cars while the 
driver has his elbow protruding 
from the window. Fractures of 
this type are also seen in children 
who put their elbow out of buses 
or other vehicle windows. 
Severe Wounds 
These wounds are, in most In­ 
stances, very severe and, in many 
cases, amputation of the arm 
may be forced by the injury. 
Often, there is a great amount 
of shock accompanying the frac­ 
ture and this must be treated 
immediately. This is done by the 
physician giving plasma or blood, 
in order to build up the blood 
pressure and bring back the 
fluids th at have left the blood 
vessels. 
Importance of Cleansing 
The wound is usually very dirty 
and the fracture is most often of 


an open type, with the bone pro­ 
truding from the torn flesh. The 
utmost care \§ needed in cleansing 
the wound, as there is danger of 
developing lockjaw or tetanus. 
For this reason, tetanus anti­ 
toxin is given. 
Many of these fractures must 
be repaired by the physician in 
the operating room through sur­ 
gery, in order to effect an ade­ 
quate cure. Many months are 
usually spent in casts or in bed 
with different types of immo­ 
bilization carried out to keep 
the slow-healing fracture at rest. 
Since a joint is involved, it is very 
rarely that completely normal 
function is returned to the arm. 
Drivers and passengers must 
be urged not to rest their arms 
on the ledges of car • windows. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
S. P.: I have a cracking on th® 
bottom of my feet constantly. 
What would you advise? 
Answer: This may be due to 
extremely dry skin or ringworm 
of the feet. The use of lanolin or 
some other lubricant applied over 
this part of the skin will be of 
great help.

Fighting Irish had lost only seven 
games in nine preceding seasons 
and were unb eaten from 1946 until 
early 1950 in 39 straight gam es.; 
The current Irish team, No. I in 
The Associated Press na*ional poll, 
is studded with play ers who know' 
what it means to b e b eaten. 
There are some good footb all 
play ers on the squad, to b e sure, 
b ut, as a whole, the team falls 
b elow' comparison with the 1946, 
1947 or 1949 Irish squads. 
Yet the I^ish have marched to 
victories over Oklahoma, P urdue,. 
Pittsb urgh, 
Georgia 
Tech 
a n d 
Navy . And the odds are growing 
that Leahy has b lended the right 
ingredients for his third perfect 
Notre Dame season since he took 
over in 1941 as Elmer Lay den’s 


more b acks as Dick Fitzgerald, 
Dick Washington and Johnny Gaff­ 
ney fire-tested to replace Johnny 
Lattner and Neil Worden, current 
b all-carry ing stars, who are sen­ 
iors.

“ Untouched by human hands — 
never lifted by man-power” is a 
reality today on some of the most 
efficient farms where bulk handling 
of formula feeds for livestock and j 
poultry makes lugging 100-pound 
bags obsolete. 


The system is slowly co ming o f 
age. Feeders who use to ns o f 
commercial 
feeds 
instea d 
of 
po unds o r sacks, ha v e been the 
mainstay of bulk feeding to da te. 
It ta kes la rg e purcha ses to ma ke 
the pra ctice eco no mica l. 
The idea of unsacked feed g o t 
started in 1948, in large livestock 
o r poultry producing areas 
along 
both coasts. Jute was scarce and 
the difference between bagged and 
bulk feed often was $9 to $10 a ton. 
Today the system has spread to the 
broiler areas of the south and to 
so m e4 Corn Belt farms. 
One of the most far-flung tests in 
the Corn Belt is being made by the 
Illino is Farm Supply Co.

only 
a 
small percentage of the total feed 
business of the company was 
in 
bulk. Nonetheless, in a move to ac 
commodate new business, four new 
storage bins were built and a 50-ton 
scale went in to weigh trucks while 
being filled. 
An Iowa feed dealer has a lot of 
cattle feeders among his bulk feed 
customers. He credits labor saving 
with the popularity of bulk feed. 
“ It makes feed handling easier 
fo r old men, 
boys and women, 
when they don’t have to wrestle 
100-pound scaks,” the dealer says. 
Altho ug h 
bulk 
feed 
deliv ery 
sa v es plenty o f ha rd wo rk, 
it a lso 
dema nds specia l equipment. It 
can require the insta lla tio n o f 
hig h-priced equipment by mills, 
dea lers a nd fa rm ers. 
Some of you are already set-up to 
use the gravity system or conveyor 
to move feed from trucks to bins 
and then to bunks or feeders. If so 
you would be out no additional ex­ 
pense. 
Others can use bulk feed with no 
new equipment by 
scooping 
or 
handling it with human labor and 
save only the difference in 
cost. 
They just don’t go all the way with 
the “ fluidizing” principle. 


“ Feed makers do not co nsider it 
as something that can be a pplied 
generally over the entire market 
and they are faced with the diffi- 
! cult decision of whether to offer 
I both methods of delivery in some 
I areas,” questioners were told. 
“ To make bulk feed a v a ila ble 
to their dealers would require a 
huge investment 
in 
a dditio na l 
storage and handling equipment 
at both dealer and ma nufa cturer 
levels. This would no t elimina te 
the 
need for present ba g g ing 
equipment. 
“ So feed makers cannot be ex­ 
pected to utter a cry of joy 
and 
jump into bulk delivery with both 
feet. Some companies are 
trying 
the idea in limited areas; 
others 
are making special studies.” 
Brand identity is the 
stock in 
trade of the industry and has been 
a big factor in the growth of for­ 
mula feed. In a bag you can spot 
each company’s feed, in bulk many 
feeds might look alike.

ALSO, T A G S on each bag guar­ 
antee analysis and weight of con­ 
tents. State feed control officials 
have more difficulty making peri­ 
odic examination of loose mate­ 
rials. 
Another argument for s a c k e d 
feed comes from the housewife who 
likes to sew. The pretty prints are 
used for everything from kitchen 
curtains to sport shirts. Chicken 
feed in 50-pound bags overcomes 
her objection to handling the big 
sacks, and still gives her the pretty 
material. 
So there is room for both bagged 
and bulk feed. You may never use 
bulk; others will find it s p e e d s 
chores.

“ Untouched by human hands — 
never lifted by man-power” is a 
reality today on some of the most 
efficient farm s where bulk handling 
of formula feeds for livestock and 
poultry makes lugging 100-pound 
bags obsolete. 
fhe system is slowly coming of 
age. Feeders who use tons 'of 
commercial 
feeds 
instead 
of 
pounds or sacks, have been the 
m ainstay of bulk feeding to date. 
It takes large purchases to make 
the practice economical. 
The idea of unsacked feed g o t 
started in 1948, in large livestock 
or poultry producing areas along 
both coasts. Jute was scarce and 
the difference between bagged and 
bulk feed often was $9 to $10 a ton. 
Today the system has spread to the 
broiler areas of the south and to 
somef Corn Belt farm s. 
One of the most far-flung tests in 
the Corn Belt is being m ade by the 
Illinois F arm Supply Co.

AFTER 
ONE 
YEAR. only a 
sm all percentage of the total feed 
business of the company was in 
bulk. Nonetheless, in a move to ac­ 
com m odate new business, four new 
storage bins urere built and a 50-ton 
scale went in to weigh trucks while 
being filled. 
An Iowa feed dealer has a lot of 
cattle feeders among his bulk feed 
custom ers. He credits labor saving 
with the popularity of bulk feed. 
“ It m akes feed handling easier 
for old men, boys and women, 
when they don’t have to wrestle 
100-pound soaks,” the dealer says. 
Although 
bulk feed delivery 
saves plenty of hard work, it also 
demands special equipment. It 
can require the installation of 
high-priced equipment by mills, 
dealers and farmers. 
Some of you are already set-up to 
use the gravity system or conveyor 
to move feed from trucks to bins 
and then to bunks or feeders. If so 
you would be out no additional ex­ 
pense. 
Others can use bulk feed with no 
new equipm ent by 
scooping or 
handling it with human labor and 
save only the difference in cost. 
They just don’t go all the way with 
the “ fluidizing” principle.

SOME COMPANIES provide con­ 
struction plans for bins and feeding 
aystem s to help solve the problem. 
One firm delivers feed in 2.500- 
pound m etal tanks which are mov­ 
ed from the truck to farm plat­ 
form s with a special hoist. 
A num ber of larger feed manu­ 
facturers were contacted to get 
their ideas on bulk feed delivery. 


“ Feed makers do not consider it 
as something that can be applied 
generally over the entire market 
and they are faced with the diffi­ 
cult decision of whether to offer 
both methods of delivery in some 
areas,” questioners were told. 
“To make bulk feed available 
to their dealers would require a 
huge investment 
in 
additional 
storage and handling equipment 
at both dealer and m anufacturer 
levels.

| tents. State feed control officials 
have more difficulty making peri­ 
odic examination of loose m ate­ 
rials. 
Another argument for s a c k e d 
feed comes from the housewife who 
likes to sew. The pretty prints are 
used for everything from kitchen 
curtains to sport shirts. Chicken 
feed in 50-pound bags overcomes 
her objection to handling the big 
sacks, and still gives her the pretty 
i m aterial. 
So there is room for both bagged 
and bulk feed. You may never use 
bulk; others will find it s p e e d s
